BRUCELLOSiS 

Two  milk  samples  taken  during  the  year  were  found  to 
be  positive  for  B.  Abortus  organisms.  One  of  the  milk 
samples  was  supplied  by  a  producer  retailer.  The  farmers 
concerned  were  informed  of  the  presence  of  infection  in  their 
herds  and  the  infected  animals  were  identified  and  disposed  of. 

No  instances  of  undulant  fever  occuring  in  the  Rural 
District  were  brought  to  my  knowledge  during  the  year. 

*NFECTrOUS  DISEASES 

During  the  year  10  infectious  disease  notifications  were 
received  of  which  4  were  measles,  5  whooping  cough  and  1 
acute  primary  pneumonia. 

There  were  no  notifications  for  Tuberculosis. 

No  instances  of  food  poisoning  were  reported. 

SALMONELLA  INFECTION 

During  the  year  seven  farm  outbreaks  of  Salmonella 
infection  amongst  cows  and  calves  were  received  from  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  Exeter.  In  each 
instance  the  farmer  concerned  was  advised  regarding  the 
spread  of  infection  to  humans.

The  Mass  X-ray  Unit  visits  Tuly  Street,  Barnstaple,  on 
alternate  Wednesday  evenings  and  its  service  is  available  to 
the  genera!  public. 

Genera!  Hospital  Facilities 

The  South  Molton  and  District  Cottage  Hospital, 
situated  in  South  Molton,  serves  the  town  and  the  surrounding 
district. 

The  North  Devon  Infirmary  at  Barnstaple  also  serves 
the  area,  and  provides  Specialists'  services. 

Infectious  Diseases 

Cases  are  sent  either  to  Whipton  Hospital,  near  Exeter, 
or  to  the  Kingsley  Hospital,  Bideford.  There  are  18  beds 
available  for  treatment  of  infectious  diseases. 


Smallpox 

All  Smallpox  cases  will  be  sent  to  Liskeard  Smallpox 
Hospital.  Plymouth  Ambulance  Service  will  provide  transport:

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  main  Laboratory  is  situated  at  Church  Lane, 
Heavitree,  Exeter.  It  is  completely  installed  with  the 
necessary  equipment  for  bacteriological  examinations  of  all 
kinds.  Its  diagnostic  and  consultative  services  are  available 
for  all  patients.  Bacteriological  examinations  of  water  and 
milk  are  also  carried  out  there.  The  service  is  extremely 
valuable,  and  is  widely  used  by  the  medical  practitioners. 

There  is  also  a  Pathological  Laboratory  at  75  Boutport 
Street,  Barnstaple,  with  a  full-time  Pathologist  and  Technical 
Staff  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  whole  North  Devon  area. 
There  is  a  Blood  Bank  at  this  Laboratory.

Ambulance  Services 

Under  Section  27  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  the  Local  Health  Authority  (i.e.  the  Devon  County 
Council)  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  an  Ambulance 
Service,  and  the  Devon  Health  Committee  have  arranged  for 
this  to  be  provided  through  the  agency  of  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Association.  Under  the  scheme,  an  ambulance 
station  has  been  established  at  South  Molton.  The  Hospital 
Car  Service,  also  under  the  Devon  County  Council,  is  available 
on  application  to  the  Hospital,  by  the  doctor  concerned,  and 
the  ambulance  service  is  empowered  to  hire  cars  in  urgent 
cases  when  an  ambulance  is  not  necessary.

Where  the  private  Water  Supplies  were  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory  informal  action  was  taken  to  have  the  matters 
remedied  or  an  alternative  source  found,  in  many  cases,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Drainage  and  Water  Supplies  Officer  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Meshaw  sewerage  scheme  was  completed  during  the 
early  part  of  the  year. 

Romansleigh  sewerage  scheme,  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  for  approval,  was  deferred  owing  to  Financial 
restriction. 

Burrington  sewerage  scheme  was  amended  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  River  Board  for  submission  to  the 
Ministry. 

Further  investigations  were  in  progress  by  the  Consulting 
Engineers  for  Witheridge,  Brayford  and  Alswear  sewerage 
schemes. 

All  the  disposal  works  continued  to  be  maintained  by 
direct  labour. 

Minor  extensions  and  relaying  of  sewers  were  carried  out 
including  a  collapsed  section  of  sewer  at  New  Road,  South 
Molton. 


HOUSING 

During  the  year  57  houses  were  improved  under  the 
Standard  Grant  Scheme,  14  of  which  were  Council  houses,  and 
2  under  the  Discretionary  Grant  Scheme.  8  Council  houses 
were  erected  during  the  year  and  14  were  under  construction. 
Tenders  were  accepted  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  a  further 
54  Council  houses.  22  private  houses  were  erected  during  the 
year.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

The  four  licensed  slaughterhouses  continued  in  regular 
use  during  the  year,  all  of  them  being  satisfactorily  main¬ 
tained.  All  meat  killed  was  inspected  and  it  was  necessary 
to  condemn  4  cwt.  2  qrs.  5  lbs.  of  carcase  meat  and  4  cwt. 
2  qrs.  1  lb.  of  offal. 


POULTRY  PROCESSING  PREMISES 

Visits  were  made  as  necessary  to  the  two  poultry 
processing  premises  where  some  500,000  hens  are 
slaughtered.  It  was  necessary  to  reject  2,930  birds 
(8490  lbs.)  3  tons  15  cwt.  3  qrs.  and  4  lbs.
